A large transloading railroad station was under construction between Maleszeviexe 
and Terespol in May 1950. Both Sovict-pauge and standard-gaure tracks were 

seen at the installation. The bridce across the Bug River near Brest Litovsk 
25X14 is a box girder structure with one standardegauge and one Soviet-gauge track. 


[ee The Leorge shunting station of Malaszewice, about Li km west of Brest Litovsk, 
was seen in late October 1950. The installation had a larce maintenance shop 
and was loceted beside an old airfield which was no longer used by the Soviets, 
ost of the hangars were dilapidated. Tho railroad station had cbout 80 tracks, 
inclucing the sicings. Mostly coal and other bulk coads were Leing transloaded 
there from standard to Soviet-gauge tracks. Coal is veing trausleaded mechani- 
cally. ‘The goncola cars are pulled to a ramp which is fitted with a tilting 
plant. The axles of the cars are fastenec to the rails in such a way that they 
cannot move. A Govietegauge railroadscar is then placed below the ramp and
